DISPATCHES  OF  COL.  SlULEt. 

Camp  Releask. 
Opposite  the  Mouth  of  Cliippewa  river, 
September  27,  1862. 
General  Pope ; 

*  *  Yesterday  I  came  to  this  point 
with  my  command,  having  been  met  by  sev- 
eral half-breeds  with  a  flag  of  truce.  1  en- 
camped within  five  hundred  yards  of  a  large 
camp  of  about  one  hundred  and  fifty  lodg- 
es of  friendly  Indians  and  half-breeds, 
who  had  separated  themselves  from  Little 
Crow  and  the  miserable  crew  with  him, 
and  had  secured  from  them  most  o*'  the 
white  captives,  awaiting  my  arrival. 

About  two  o*clock  in  the  afternoon  1 
paid  a  formitl  visit  to^«,he  camp,  attended 
by  the  members  of  my  staff  and  toe  com- 
manding oflBcers  of  corps,  wittr~vrf^*  com- 
panies of  infantry  as  an  escort. 

leaving  the  latter  on  the  outside  of  »Hc 
line  of  lodges,  I  entered  the  camp,  where 
I  found  that  regular  rifle  pits  bad  been  con- 
structed, in  anticipation  of  ao  attack  by 
the  hoxtile  ln<iians.  1  told  the  interpreter 
to  call  the  chiefs  and  head  men  together, 
for  I  had  something  to  say  to  them.  'Fhe 
Indians  and  half-breeds  assembled  .accord- 
ingly in  considerable  numbers,  ani  I  pro- 
ceeded to  give  them  very  briefly  my  views 
of  the  tate  proceedings,  my  determination 
that  the  guilty  parties  should  be  pursued 
and  overt<ilLen  if  possible,  and  (  made  a 
demand  tnat  all  the  captives  should  be  de*^ 
livered  to  me  instantly,  that  1  might  take 
them  to  my  camp. 

After  speeches,  in  which  they  .severely 
condemned  the  war  party,  and  denied  any 
participation  in  their  proceedings,  and 
gave  me  assurance  that  they  would  not 
have  dared  to  come  and  shaKO  ray  hand,  if 
their  own  was  stained  with  the  blood  of 
the  whites,  they  assembled  the  captive  wo- 
men and  children,  and  formally  delivered 
them  up  to  me,  to  the  number  of  niuety- 
one  pure  whites — w6en  taking  the  names 
of  such  as  had  been  instrumental  in  ob- 
taining the  release  of  the  prisoners  form 
the  hostile  Indians,  and  telling  the  princi- 
pal men  I  would  hold  another  oonncil  with 
them  to  day,  1  conducted  the  poor  captives 
to  my  camp,  where  1  had  prepared  tents 
for  tiieir  accomodation. 

There  were  some  instances  of  stolidity 
among  them,  but  for  the  most  part  the 
poor  creatures,  relieved  of  the  horrible 
suspense  in  which  they  have  been  kept,and 
pome  of  the  younger  women  freed  from 
the  loathsome  attentions  to  which  they 
have  been  subjected  by  their  brutal  cap- 
tors, were  fairly  overwhelmed  With  joy  — 
I  am  doing  the  best  I  can  for  them,  and 
will  set' d  them  d' wn  Tuesday,  together 
with  a  large  number  of  haif- breeds  who 
have  also  been  kept  in  restraint  here  The 
first  mentioned  are  pure  white  women  and 
children,  two  or  three  of  the  latter  bein;; 
very  small  orphans ^  all  their  relations 
having  been  killed.  A  list  of  them  will  ao- 
comp my  this  communication* 

After  the  disastrous  result  to  himself 
and  the  bands  associated  with  him.  of  the 
battle  of  Wood  Lake,  the  half-breed.s  re- 
port, that  falling  back  to  this  pnint,  they 
hastily  struck  their  tents  and  commenced 
retreatirg  in  great  terror. 

I  have  issued  an  order,  nppointing  a 
military  commission  consisting  of  two 
field  officers  and  the  senior  Captain  of  the 
6th  regiment  (Col.  Crooks,  Lieut.  Colonel 
Marshall  and  Oapt.  Grant),  fjr  the  exami- 
nutiun  of  all  the  men  hulf  breeds,  as  well 
as  Indians  in  the  camp  near  us,  with  in- 
structions to  sift  the  antecedents  of  each, 
80  that  if  there  are  guilty  parties  among 
th  m,  they  can  be  arrested  and  properly 
dealt  with.  I  have  no  doubt  we  shall  find 
some  such  in  the  number.  I  will  report 
the  result  in  due  time.  I  have  a  wounded 
prisoner  in  my  camp. 

The  number  of  half  breeds  who  were  re* 
tained  by  the  hostile  Indians  as  prisoners, 
and  now  nnder  my  protection,  will  consid- 
erably exceed  one  hundred,  but  the  cxjtct 
number  cannot  now  be  given.
